(1) After receiving the communication regarding payment of 
pension from Audit Officer the Head of Office of Tripura Legislative 
Assembly shall draw pension of a Member and disburse the same 
after making entries in the Pension Payment Order Book on the first 
day of the month following the month for which the pension is due. 

(2) Before making any payment the Head of Office shall obtain 
from a Member a certificate of non-employment and non-receipt of 
other pension as provided in sub-sections (2) and (3) of section 3A 
of the Act. 

(3) If the pensioner desires the payment of pension through 
Money Order or Bank draft the same shall be remitted to tim through 
Money Order or Bank draft at his cost. 

(4) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule (1) it shall 
be open to a pensioner to receive the pension from the Treasury 
from which the payment is desired by him. If a pensioner intends 
to receive the pension from a treasury then the Head of Office shall 
intimate the treasury concern to disburse the pension to the pen- 
sioner. 

8. The disbursers* portion <*: tlv Pension Payment Order shall b" 
in F<>rm 2 and the pensioners’ portion o' the Pension Payment Order 
shall be in Form 8. 

0. Intei; elation — Whether any doubt arises as to the interpreta-

10. Removal of difficulties — If any difficulty arises in giving effect 
to the provisions of tese rules the State Government may by a gene- 
ral or special order remove such difficulty.

THE FOOD CORPORATIONS (AMENDMENT) 
ORDINANCE. 1976 

Promulgated by the President in the Twenty-seventh Year of 

the Republic of India. 

An Ordinance furthei to amend the Food Corporations 

ACT. 1964 

WHEREAS both Houses of Parliament are not in session and the 
President is satisfied that circumstances exist which render it neces- 
sary for him to take immediate action ; 

NOW. THEREFORE, in exercise ol the powers coni erred by 
clause (1) of article 123 of the Constitution, the President is pleased 
to promulgate the following Ordinance: - 

1. (1) This Ordinance may be called the Food Corporations 
(Amendment) Ordinance, 1976. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. During the period of operation of this Ordinance, the Food 
Corporations Act, 1964. shall have effect subject to the amendments 
specified in section 3. 

3. In section 12A of the Food Corporations Act. 1964 — 

(i) in sub-section (3), for the words, brackets and figures 

"subject to the provisions of sub-sections (4), (5) and (6)”, the 
words, brackets, figures and letters "subject to the provisions of 
sub-sections (4), (4A), (4B), (4C), (5) and (6)” shall be substi- 

tuted ; 

(ii) after sub-section (4), the following sub-sections shall be 

inserted, namely : — 

"(4A) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-sec- 
tion (4), — 

(a) every officer or other employee in respect of 
whom an order of transfer under sub-section (1) had 
been made before the date of commencement of the 
Food Corporations (Amendment) Ordinance, 1976 (here- 
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after in this section referred to as the appointed day) 
shall, whether or not he had exercised the option under 
sub-section (4) before the appointed day, exercise such 
option within six months from the appointed day :* and 

(b) every officer or other employee in respect of 
whom an order of transfer under sub-section (1) may 
be made after the appointed day shall, within six months 
from the date of such order, exercise his option under 
sub-section (4), 

and in each such case such option once exercised shall be 

final : 

Provided that where an officer or other employee having 
exercised an option under sub-section (4) before the appoint- 
ed day — 

(i) has died or retired before the appointed day. or 
dies or retires after the appointed day before exercising 
the option as required by this sub-section, or 

(ii) does not exercise the option as required by this 
sub-section. 

the option already exercised by him shall be deemed to have 
been validly exercised by him under sub-section (4). 

(4B) Where an officer or other employee- - 

(a) has died or retired, or dies or retires, after an 
order of transfer under sub-section (1) in respect of such 
officer or other employee is made but before exercising 
the option under sub-section (4) or, as the case may be. 
as required by sub-section (4A) ; or 

(b) has died or retired, or dies or retires, before an 
order of transfer under sub-section (1) in respect of such 
officer or other employee is made. 

he shall, notwithstanding anything contained in sub-section 
(4) or sub-section (4A), — 

(i) in a case falling under clause (a), be deemed to 
have exercised an option under sub-section (4 ) ; and 

(ii) in a case falling under clause (b), be deemed to 
have been transferred under sub-section (1) and exer- 
cised an option under sub-section (4), 

to be governed by the leave, provident fund, retirement or 
other terminal benefits admissible to the employees of the 
Central Government in accordance wilh the rules* and orders 
of the Central Government as amended from time to time : 

Provided that nothing in clause (a ; of this sub-section 
shall apply to an officer or other employee who has. before 
the appointed day, been paid the terminal benefits as admis- 
sible to the employees of the Corporation under the regula- 
tions made by the Corporation under this Act, unless such 
officer or other employee refunds in a lump sum within six 
months from the appointed day the amount of contributions 
made by the Corporation towards such terminal benefits : 

Provided further that nothing in clause (b) of this sub- 
section shall apply to an officer or other employee who has 
intimated, under the proviso to sub-section (1), his intention 
of not becoming an employee of the Corporation. 
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(4C) Where an officer or other employee has exercised 
an option under sub-section (4), or exercises, or is deemed 
to have exercised, an option under that sub-section, read 
with sub-section (4A) or sub-section (4B), to be governed by 
the leave, provident fund, retirement or other terminal bene- 
fits admissible to employees of the Central Government, such 
benefits shall be calculated on the basis of the pay and 
aUowames drawn by him in the Corporation.”.

1976 i. e. after lapse 
of about one month that he submitted an application from Calcutta to the Sub-Divisionai Officer, L'djipur praying 
for sanction of more 32 (fhirtytwoi days' Earned Leave on medical ground. Thoiwh the leave applied for was on 
medical ground he did not produce any medicial certificate with the application in support of his illness. Shri Saha 
should have submitted his prayer for extension of leave on medical ground before 10. 11. 1976 alongvvith medical certi- 
ficate. According to his leave application dt. 6. 12. 76 he was to have resumed duty on 12. 12. Iy76. But instead 
of resuming duty on 12.

(1) Tlu* Sessions Judge shill, prepare a panel of names of Defence Pleaders from amongst the 
Advocates of not less than five years standing at the Bar from the District Bar Association for 
the District Head-quarters and from the Sub-Divisional Bar Associations for the Sub-divisional 
head-quarters, as the case may be, in consultation with the President (in his absence, the Vice- 
President' and Secretary of such Bar Association, 

(2) A copy of the ranel of names of defence pleaders so prepared shall be sent to the High Court 
as well as to the Stale Governments concernei. 

(3) The Panel once constituted shall continue for a period of three years unless earlier cancelled 
by the Sessions Judge for reasons to be recorded : 

Provided that the number of defence pleaders in the panel so prepared may be 
increased subsequently by the Sessions Judge, if he tine's it necessary, following the same 
procedure as laid down in sub rule (I). 

Rule 3. The Court of Sessions shall assign a pleader from such panel at the expeme of the State to 
defend the accused in a case where the accused is not represented by a pleader and where it 
appears to the court that tie accused has no sufficient means, to engage a pleader : 

Provided that the assignment of a defence pleader shall I e made at least two weeks 
a head of the date of hearing of the case and a complete brief of the case shall be supplied to the 
defence pleader along with the Older of appontment. 

Rule 4. In a c; sc where there are more than one acci sed and if, in the opinion of the Court, the accused 
persons have conflict ng defence, the Court may appoint more than one cefence pleader for 
defence of each or each group of such accused persons recording reasons therefor. 

Rule 5. A defer.c: pleider shall oe entitled t > such daily fees as may be admissible to a Public Prosecutor 
of the State concerned but not less than Rs. 40/- per day, or, where the Public Prosecutor i. 
paid a specified monthly remuneration in lieu of daily fees* to such daily fees as may be fixed 
by the Government which shall not be less than Ks. 40 - per day. 

Rule 6. All appointments of defence pleaders under Rule 3 by any Court of Session shall be intimated 
to the Legal Remembrancer of the State Government concerned. 

Rule 7. (1) The bill of the defence pleader for conducting a case shall be submitted to the Legal 
Remembrancer/ Law Secretary of the State Government concuned in triplicate and the Bill 
shall be submitted only after a case has been finally disposed of. 

2) Each bid shall be accompanied by a certificate granted by the Court in which the relevant case 
is conducted to the followiog effect, namely ; — 

“Certified that the date and hours as mentioned in the bill are correct".

Load bearing R. C. C. Pollars 5" x 5' in si/e with 5 filling walls with cement concrete or flat iron band after 
three courses of brick masonry 

ii) In case of double storey structure load bearing walls shall be not less than 15 and 10 of ground floor 
and first floor respectively. 

7. Canopy etc

iv) Latrine shall not be less than 15 sq. feet. 

11. Light & Ventilation of Rooms. 

1) Every habitable room shall have for the admission of light and air, one or more appexture such, as, 
windows, french, windows- clear storey windows fan light etc., opening directly to the external air or into an 
open varandha, of an area inclusive of frames not less than 20 of the floor area excluding doors,

the outer air, either area shall not be less than 81 sq. inches. 

12. Provision to be provided for Kitchen. 

i) Kitchen block shall be full ply proof. 

ii) All the out kt drains ot the kitchen block shall be covered drains with removable covers or with under 
ground G. C. I. pipes with grease stops and inspection pit. 

iii) Chimney 

13. Septic Tank. e’c. 

Every house shall have independent septic tank for 10 (Minimum) users with soak pit etc. 

14. Surface Drains etc. 

i) Every house shall have independent pucca surface drains discharging into the neatest main street drain. 

ii) Difluont trom the septic tank shall be discharged into soak pit of standard design. 

15. Provision for water supply.

(.ii). Unless otherwise ordered, the petition referred to in clause (i) shall be listed for hearing on a 
date not before the expiry of seven clear days from the date of such service. On such date the respondents 
will have an opportunity of being heard in regard to the prayer for interim order, 

(iii). For the purposes of Rules 7A and 7B it will be sufficient compliance of service on the respon- 
dent when a certificate of posting is enclosed along with the affidavit regarding the service." 

For Rule 7B the following shall bo substituted : 

‘•7B ,i) In cases where the Court dispenses with the requirements of sub-clauses (a) and (h) of clause 
(4) of Article 22 f > of the Constitution, the Court may entertain the petition cx parte, but if the Court makes an 
interim order o'< a petition so entertained, the petitioner must, within seven days, serve copies of such 
petition and of .»!! documents in support of the plea for interim order on each of the respondents and file 
an affidavit of such service. 

iii). On the service of copies of such petition and of documents in support of the pleas for interim 
order in accordence with (i) above, the respondents or any of them will be at liberty to move the appropriate 
Bench for vacating or modifying the interim order already made. The matter shall be posted for orders 
before such Bench not earlier than seven days unless so moved, and not laier than fourteen days from the 
date of the interim order. "

‘‘ 7 E- For th e purposes of Rules 7A and 7B whete a respondent is represented by an advocate in the 
case, it would be due compliance with the requirements of the aforesaid Rules, so far as the respondent so 
is concerned, if copies of such petition and of all documents in support of the pica for the interim order are 
served on the advocate concerned."

It was decided that centralised recruitmeut will be done wherever possible. While taking people in Govt. 
Service, the following considerations will be given importance ; representation of schedu-u castes and scheduled 
tribes, necessity for taking back into service retrenched workers, need-cum-seniority in the case of persons registered 
with the Employment Exchanges, lelaxation of upper age limit to 35 wherever it is less than 35 now, provision of 
quotas or otherwise ensuring due representation of linguistic, religious or other minorities, such as Muslims and 
Meitis, preferences to persons from Orphange House and P. L. Home, dependants of Government employees dying 
in harness, dependants of retired Govt, employees who do not have any earning members, and exservicemen. 
Whether the interests of these various categories will be catered to by tixing quotas or by issuing directions to the 
D. P. C. or by prescribing guide-lines should be examined by the Appointment & Services Department in consultation 
with the Law Dcparment, so that action taken by the Government does not violate the provisions of the 
constitution.

In exercise ->f the p.nver> conferred under Articles 215 and 225 of the Consti 
lution of India, Section 23 of the Conlempt of Courts Act 1971 and all other powers hereunto enabling, the High 
Court makes the following Rules 

PART-1. 

1. Short' title : -These Rules may be called the Contempt of Courts (Gau'tati High Court) Rules. 1977. 

(a) These Rules shall extend to the States of Assam, Nagaland, Meghalaya, Manipur and Tripura and 
also to the Union Territories of Mizoram and Am nucha I Pradesh. 

th) T hese Rules shall come into force front the date of publication thereof in the Official Gazette of the 
respective States or the Union Territories concerned. 

2. Definitions In these Rules unless there is anything repugnant in the -ubjmt or the context 

(a) “Act” means the Contempt of Cou its Act 1971. 

(Act No. 70 of 1971) ; 

(b) ••Section* means a Section of the Act ; 

(c) "High Court” means the Gauhati High Court 

(High Court of Assam, Nagaland. Meghilaya, Manipur and Tripura) ; 

(d) ‘'Judge" means a Judge or an Additional Judge of the Gauhati High Court or a Judge appointed 
t crct'> under Article 224A of the Constitution of India : 

(e> ‘Advocate General” means the Advocate General for the State of Assam or the State of Nagaland or 
the State of Meghalaya or the State of Manipur or the State of T r*pura. as the case may be •• 
tf ) “Law Officer" means the Officer specified under sub-section (2) of Section 15 of the Act lor the 
Union Territory of Arunachal Pradesh or the Union Territory ol Mizoram ; 

(g) ‘Registrar” means the Registrar of the High Court and shall include the Joint Registrar and such 
Deputy Registrar or Assistant Registrar as may from tintc to time be specified by the Chief Justice : 

(h) All other words and expressions used in these Rules, but not defined herein, shall have the meanings 
respectively assigned to them in the Act. 
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PART— II. COGNIZANCE AND PROCEDURE. 

A-GENERAL. 

3 (1) Every petition, reference of motion for taking proceedings under the Act shall be registered as Civil 
Original Petition (Contempt) in respect of Civil contempt, and Criminal Original petition (Contempt) 
in respect of Criminal contempt. 

(2) In proceedings initiated by petition, the initiator shall be described as the petitioner and the opposite 
party as the respondent, and in other cases the description of the persons proceeded against shall be 
at follows : —

4. (a) Every petition under Rule 3 shall contain— 

(j) the name, description and place of residence of the petitioner or petitioners and •>' the person or 
persons charged : 

(ii) Nature of the contempt alleged, and such material facts including the date or dates of the commission 
of the alleged contempt, as may be necessary for the proper determination of the case : 

(iii) If a petition has previously been made by him on the same facts, the petitioner shall give the details 
of the petition previously made and shall also indicate the result thereof ; 

(b) The petition shall he supported by an affidavit 

(c) Where the petitioner relies upon a document or documents in his possession or power, he shall file 
such document or documents or true copies thereof with the petition : 

(dl No Court the shall be payable on the petition or on any documents filed in the proceedings. 

5. (1) Every reference relating to Contempt of Court subordinate to the High Court shall he scrutinised by 
the Registrar who shall place the same before the Chief Justice or any other Judge nominated by him in this behalf 
for obtaining orders after noting thereon the nature of the contempt. 

(2) When any publication, application, letter of is received by post or otherwise called for any action being 
taken under tbe Act by the High Court on its own motion, the matter shall be dealt with in the manner prescribed 
in sub-rule (1). In the case of criminal contempt of a subordinate court, the Chief Justice or the Judge, as the 
case may be, may direct that the papers be sent to the Advocate General of the State in which the subordinate court 
is situate, or to ths Law Officer, if th; subordinate court is situate in the Union Territories of Arunachal Pradesh or 
Mizoram as the case may be, to move tbe High Court for taking action under the Act. 

6.(1) Every petition, motion or reference in relation to criminal contempt shall, unless the Chief Justice 
directs it to be heard by a larger Bench, be laid for motion hearing before a Division Bench of at least two Judges. 

(2) Every petition, motion or reference in relation to civil contempt shall, unless directed otherwise by the 
Chief Justice, be laid before a Single Bench. 

( 3 ) Every notice issued by the High Court shall bo in the form appended to these rules and shall be 
accompanied by a copy of the motion, petition or reference as the case may be, together with the copies of the affida- 
vits, if any. 

(4) The notice shall bear the date, the seal of the High Court and shall be issued under the signature of 
the Registrar. 

(5) Notice of every proceeding under the Act shall be served personally on tbe person charged, unless the 
High Court for reasons to be recorded, directs otherwise. 

(6) The High Court may, If satisfied that the person charged is absconding or likely to abscond or is 
keeping or likely to keep out of the way to avoid service of the notice, order the issue of warrant of his arrest which, 
in the case of criminal contempt, may be in lieu of or in addition to the attachment of his property under tub-sections 
(3) and (4) of section 17 of the Act- Such warrant may be endorsed in the manner laid down in section 71 of 
the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, in terms of the order of the High Court. 
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(7) Whenever the High Court issues a notice, it may, if it sees reason so to do, dispense with the personal 
attendance of the person charged with the contempt und permit him to appear by his Pleader, and may, in its discre- 
tion, at any stage of the proceedings* direct the personal attendance of such person, and, if neecssary, enforce such 
attendance in the manner hereinbefore provided- 

7. (I) When any person charged with contempt appears or is brought before the High Court and is pre- 
pared, while in custody or at any stage of the proceedings, to give bail, such person shall be released on ball, if a 
bond for such sum of money as the High Court thinks sufficient is executed with or without sureties or condition 
that the person charged shall attend at the time and place mentioned in the bond and shall continue to so attend 
until otherwise directed by the High Court. 

Provided further that the High Court may, if it thinks lit, instead of taking bail from »uch person, discharge 
him on his executing a bond without sureties for his attendance as aforesaid, or without executing such bond. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in sub-rule(l) where a person fails to comply with the condi- 
tions of the bail bond as regards the time and place of attendance, the High Court may refuse to release him on bail, 
when on a subsequent occasion in the same case he appears before the High Court or is brought in custody and any 

such refusal shall be without prejudice to the powers of High Court to call upon any person bound by such bond to 
pay the penalty thereof. 

(3) The provisions of Sections 422 to 448 and 450 of the Code of Criminal Procedure, 1973, shall, so far 
as may be, apply to all bonds executed under the rule. 

»— CRIMINAL CONTEMPTS. 

8. (I) Any person charged with criminal contempt, other than a contempt referred to in Section 14, may 

file an affidavit in support of his defence on the date fixed for his appearance or any other date fixed by the High 
Court in that behalf. 

(2) If such person pleads guilty to the charge, his plea shall be recorded and the High Court may. in its 

discretion, cither convict him thereon or accept bail for bis appearance at such time, as may be appointed, to receive 
its judgement. 

(3) If such person refuses to plead or does not plead, or claims to he tried or the High Court does not 
convict him on his plea of guilty, it may determine the matter of the charge either on the affidavits filed or after 
taking such further evidence as may be necessary. 

C— CIVIL CONTEMPTS. 

9. In the case of a civil contempt other than a contempt referred to in Section 14, the High Court may 
take action— 

(a) on its own motion : or 

i (b) on a petition presented by the party aggreived : or 

tc) in the case of any civil contempt of a subosdinate court, on a reference made to it by that Court. 

10 (i) In the case of a civil contempt* other than a contempt referred to in Section 14, the person 

charged may file his affidavit by way of reply to the charge and shall serve a copy thereof on the petitioner or his 
counsel It least sevea days before the date of bearing. 

(2) No further return, affidavit or document shall be filed except with the leave of the High Court. 

1 1. In the case of a civil contempt, the High Court may determine the matter of charge either on affida- 
vits filed or on such further evidence as mav be taken by itself or recorded by a subordinate court in pursuance of a 
direction made by it, and pass such order as the justice of the case requires, having regard to the provisions of 
Sections 12 and 13 of the Act. 

PART- Ill-APPEALS. 

12. (1) Every Appeal filed under the Contempt of Courts Act, 1971 shall be numbered as Contempt 

Appeal. 

(2) Every such Appeal, shall be posted before a Division Bench for orders as to whether notice shall issue to 
the respondent. 

(3) The procedure for regulation of such appeals shall be the same as for appeals under clause 15 of the 
'Letters Patent.
